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DIGEST AND PURPOSE

The 77th Legidature adjourned without enacting new congressiond didtricts after the 2000 federa
census. Ultimately, the U.S. Didtrict Court for the Eastern Didtrict of Texas issued an order adopting
congressiona digtricts (PLAN 01151C) for the 2002 elections. The members of the United States
House of Representatives from the State of Texas for the 108th Congress were dected under this plan.

The 78th Legidature adjourned its regular sesson without enacting new congressond districts.
Governor Rick Perry cdled a specid sesson of the 78th Legidature to consider legidation reating to
congressiond redigtricting. C.SH.B. 3 setsforth the composition of digtricts for the eection of
members of the United States House of Representatives from the State of Texas.

RULEMAKING AUTHORITY

This bill does not expresdy grant any additiona rulemaking authority to a state officer, inditution, or
agency.

SECTION 1. Defines“tract” and “block.”
SECTION 2. Providesthat it isthe intention of the Texas Legidature that, if any county, tract, block,
or other geographic area has erroneoudy been left out of this Act, a court reviewing this Act should
include that areain the gppropriate digtrict in accordance with the intent of the legidature, usng any

available evidence of that intent, including evidence such as that used by the Supreme Court of Texasin
Smith v. Patterson, 111 Tex. 535, 242 S\W. 749 (1922).
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SECTION 3. Repeder: Chapter 7, Acts of the 72nd Legidature, 2nd Called Session, 1991 (Article
197h, V.T.C.S).

SECTION 4. Egtablishesthat the digtricts set out in Article 11 of this Act apply to the eection of the
members of the United States House of Representatives from the State of Texas beginning with the
primary and generd dectionsin 2004 for members of the 109th Congress. Establishes that this Act
does not affect the membership or digtricts of the United States House of Representatives of the 108th
Congress.

SECTION 5. Effective date: upon passage or the 91t day after the end of the legidative session.
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
